That instead of 
investigating that charge, three mem- 
bers of the Board had, tnrough Mr. 
Arnsparger, made an investigation of 
Mr. Chapman’s record at Madisonvilie, 
from which place Mr. Chapman came 
to Paris, and that while he— the Mayor 
—did not know' the results of Mr. Arn- 
sparger’s investigation, he did know 
that the three members of the Board 
had agreed to keep the matter a secret, 
even from the other members.

| the people of Paris whether M**. Chap- 
man is guilty or innocent of the 
charges.

Their first duty is to them- 
selves. It is of the utmost importance 
that the reputation of those entrusted 
with the formation of -the character 
and the education of the children 
should be above reproach. In matters 
affecting the Public Schools, parents 
can afford to take no chances ; they 
cannot be expected to critically weigh 
in the balance and deterimne the truth 
or falsity of such charges. ‘An ounce 
of preventive is worth a pound of 
cure,’ and it is, in my judgment, much 
better to take decisive action at once, 
rather than postpone it, possibly to our 
infinite and unending regret. 

“For these reasons, Mr. Chapman’s, 
connection with the school should, in 
my opinion, end immediately, and I ask 
you a body charged with the welfare 
and good government of this commu- 
nity, to take such steps as may h? nec- 
essary to secure this resal.. it is with 
extreme regret that I make these mat- 
ters public, but Ct’ refusal of the 
School Board to ta^e action, leaves me 
no other course to pursue.” 

The Mayor stated that the state- 
ment he had just read had been prepar- 
ed to submit to the Council at its regu- 
lar meeting last Thursday night, but 
there being so much business to attend 
to at that meeting he had postponed it 
until this time. He then read a short 
additional statement prepared that 
day. 

He said that immediately after his 
meeting with the School Board, he had 
written Mr. Laffoon a letter telling 
him of the statements made by Mr.

Increasing pressure is beirg brought 
to bear to induce President Roosevelt 
to make a trip of inspection on the 
Mississippi river, from the most north- 
erly point of navagation to the Gulf. 
The President has withstood the pres- 
sure thus far, declining on the ground 
that so urgent is public business and 
the date set for the beginning of his 
official vacation so near, he can find no 
time. The importance of the trip is 
being exposed by the governors of a 
number of the Southern and Middle 
Western States, among them being 
Go*£ Patterson of Tennessee, Gov.

Live muttons are selling so much 
higher than anybody expected that 
alarm is expressed lest the pyrotechni- 
cal conclusion of the winter feeding 
season inflame the country to rash 
deeds during the coming season when 
feed lots are filled, says the Breeders’ 
Gazette. Nine cent Colorado lambs 
are a possibility and $7.50 has been a 
common price for good short horn 
lambs. Colorado fed ewes have reach- 
ed $7.25. Feeding iambs have been 
taken out within the weeks at $8.50 or 
within 10 cents of the highest fat 
lambs on the same session which looks 
like throwing caution winds. The in- 
tending feeder must not overlook the 
fact, however that this is a boom mar- 
ket only at the tail end. The bulk of 
feed stuff marketed during the winter 
was either sold at a loss to the feeder, 
owing to excessive first cost and ex- 
pensive feed, or needed but meager 
profits. The rise will undoubtedly es- 
tablish feeder quotations on a high 
level all summer and 7-cent lambs for 
the country, something the feeder must 
also take into consideration. Next 
winter will be a good season for the 
amateur either to let lambs alone or 
try only a small bunch as it promises 
to be everybody’s game. As a rule it 
has been the novice who lost money 
on sheep and iambs during the season
